FOREWORD 



Openly and boldly/ the leaders of the Communist 
Party boast of their intentions to infiltrate our nation, 
to convert many of our people to the Communist doctrines, 
and to destroy those who cannot be converted. 

There is an urgent need for more people to under- 
stand this motives of this Communist program, and to recog- 
nize its methods which already have enslaved more than a 
billion people. , 

Some 2,500 people from Dallas and adjoining areas 
joined in a group study, organized by Dallas citizens as 
the Freedom Forum and dedicated to halting Communist influ- 
ence. Nationally known, well-informed speakers concentra- 
ted forces in a four-day session, September 20-24, 1960. 

Following the Dallas Freedom Forum, the Advisory 
Board received scores of requests for information about 
how to conduct similar conferences in other cities. In 
response to these requests and to encourage interest by 
others in understanding and combatting Communism, the 
Dallas Freedom Forum is pleased to present this booklet. 



THE PURPOSES OF A FREEDOM FORUM 



1. To stimulate interest in a Long range educa- 
tional program covering a penetrating study of Communism 
and a thorough grounding in the basic principles of our 
individual freedom under law as suggested by J. Edgar Hoover 
of the Federal Bureau of Investigation. 

2. To study the purposes and tactics of the 
leaders of Communist groups. 

3. To learn of Communist methods of infiltration 
into influential organizations. 

4. To establish through the influence and force 
of our individual citizens and our various established 
organizations a program of combatting Communist activities 
at all levels and under all conditions* The only common 
denominator for the members of a Freedom Forum organizing 
group should be the desire to understand and combat Com- 
munism. The greatest success of the undertaking will ber 
realized only if it is kept strictly non-partisan and non- 
sectarian in character and not limited as to color or race. 



DEVELOPING THE FORUM COMMITTEE 

An Advisory Board made up of from twenty to thirty 
highly respected citizens should be selected. In this 
group should be included, if possible/ the Mayor , a repre- 
sentative of the school board, representatives of leading 
businesses, religious faiths, news media, and educational 
institutions. An effort should be made to include some of 
the younger leaders of the various groups. 



THE ORGANIZATION MEETING 

At the initial meeting of the Forum Committee, a 
Chairman, Vice Chairman, Secretary and Treasurer should be 
selected. A Steering Committee should be appointed and, 
according to the overall scale of the planned Forum, various 
sub-chairmen responsible for arrangements, invitations, 
publicity, etc., also appointed. At this point, only a 
tentative date for the Forum should be agreed upon with the 
thought that a final date will grow out of the availability 
of qualified speakers* 
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FINANCING 

If plans are made carefully and if there is dili- 
gent action in handling the various functions of the Freedom 
Forum, it should prove to be self supporting. 

Initially, however/ enough cash will be needed to 
pay the costs of the announcement luncheon, the telephone 
expenses and the fee and travelling costs of the speaker 
at the theme luncheon. Interested individuals may contri- 
bute enough to cover these costs; and, if so, about that 
much cash may finally be left oyer to assist in carrying 
on the program after the initial Forum has been held. 

At the Dallas Freedom Forum, the fee for those 
attending was $18.00 for the entire Forum, $8.00 for the 
five night sessions alone, or $4.00 for one full day and 
night session. It is our understanding that in similar 
Freedom Forums in other parts of the country fees have 
been $20.00, $10.00 and $5.00 respectively. Interested 
individuals in the community made scholarships available 
for teachers, religious heads and students, as well as for 
others who wanted to attend but were unable to pay the 
costs. 

The speakers are dedicated individuals. Their 
charges in most instances were only $100.00 per lecture 
plus their travel costs. 

Books and pamphlets were sold at one of the . 
counters at established retail prices. 

^ r i The large banquet room in which the meetings 
were held was made available through the gracious co-op- 
eration of the hotel, which, in turn, was favored with 
the theme, luncheon and the terminating banquet. Also, 
many of those in attendance came from outlying communities 
and stayed at the hotel. 
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As the meetings progressed and a better under- 
standing was had of its purposes and importance, contri- 
butions in the form of various kinds of help were made 
available to the Freedom Forum. 



SELECTING SPEAKERS — PLANNING THE PROGRAM 

^Unless experienced help is locally available, 
the first Forum might well be held in cooperation with the 
efficient and effective organization of th eTfei^ist ian Ariti- 
Communi^smiCrusade, which has been made tax-exempt by the 
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U. S. Government* Dr. Fred^ev \Schwarz, Box 89Q,„,Long^Beach, 
California/ Is President of this organization and will pro- 
vide valuable assistance in selecting and securing speakers, 
films, and literature as well as in planning the program. 

A full-scale Forum Should extend over a period v of 
from three to five days. The broad and intricate workings 
of Communism defy presentation and comprehension in a one- 
day meeting and, also, a program of several days duration 
will provide some latitude to those unable to attend all 
sessions of the Forum. In addition, the extended program 
will serve to amplify the importance of the Forum. 

Four to six presentations should be made each 
day. Quite possibly, certain speakers will be qualified 
to make more than one presentation in a single day. In 
addition, it is suggested that two films be presented each 
day, one during the morning session, and the other just 
after lunch. 

Intermission periods at mid-morning, mid-afternoon 
and in the evening should be included in the program sche- 
dule. Coffee and soft drinks should be offered for sale 
at cost during these intermissions. It is preferable to^ 
have the refreshments available right in the meeting room 
or immediately adjacent in order to avoid scattering the 
Forum participants. 



THE ANNOUNCEMENT LUNCHEON 

Approximately one week to ten rd ays in advance of 
the opening of the Forum, an "announcement 1 ' luncheon should 
be given. The luncheon can be sponsored by one or more in- 
terested businesses and/or organizations. The scale of this 
luncheon will, of course, vary according to the size of the 
community. As many as possible of the men and women leaders 
of the community, including, among others,! members, of the 
school board and officers '* of the Parent Teachers Association, 
should be invited to attend. Members of the Freedom Forum 
Advisory Board should be seated at the head table, 

A prominent and effective speaker should be se- 
cured to outline the Communist threat and the need for a 
local study course. 

The Chairman (or Vice Chairman) of the Freedom 
Forum Committee should announce the formation of the com- 
mittee, and its purpose, individually introduce the members 
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of the Committee and present the Mayor who, in turn, should 
read an official proclamation on the Forum. 

The entire tone of the luncheon should be one 
which will impress the invited^ community leaders with the 
importance of the Forum and their support of the undertak- 
ing. No request should be made at this time for funds, but 
businessmen should be urged to provide scholarships for 
ministers, students, and teachers, as well as employees 
selected from their organizations. Newspaper, radio and 
television coverage of the announcement luncheon should be 
arranged. Members of the various news media should be in- 
vited to the luncheon and seated at a special press table. 
Prepared news releases on the Forum should be distributed. 



THE THEME LUNCHEON 

On the day preceding the first day of the Forum, 
a "theme" luncheon should be held. As in the announcement 
luncheon, a prominent speaker should be secured for the 
dual purpose of attracting large attendance and contribut- 
ing a strong note of importance to the Forum. It is sug- - 
gested that an out-of-town "name speaker" be secured if 
possible. The cost of his transportation and honorarium 
(if these are involved) will likely be money well invested. 

The scale of this luncheon should be as large as 
facilities engaged will permit. Business leaders and civic 
groups should be asked to "take a table" at the actual cost 
of the lunches for the people seated at the table and to 
see that all places at the table are filled. 



FORUM ARRANGEMENTS 

Ideally, the Forum would be conducted in a hotel. 
Under one roof, out-of-town speakers and participants could 
be housed and luncheons and dinners given for selected 
groups. Generally speaking, hotels will provide the meeting 
room for the Forum itself, and possibly certain' other ser- 
vices, without charge in return for the additional business 
which the Forum attracts. 

v Well in advance of the Forum, arrangements should 
be made for a ticket and information center, a meeting room, 
hotel rooms for speakers and out-of-town participants, a 
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public address system, motion picture projection service, 
admission cards, programs and other printed matter, etc. 
Detailed planning will disclose the arrangements which will 
be necessary, and a large measure of the success of the 
Forum will rest directly upon the completeness and thorough- 
ness of these arrangements. It is suggested that all ar- 
rangements be confirmed at least one full day in advance. 

Insofar as possible, all expenses of conducting 
the Forum should be liquidated by individual registration 
fees. It is suggested that participants be permitted to 
register for the full course, one day's course or the full 
night course, and that appropriate fees be charged. Make 
the fees high enough to cover anticipated expenses, but 
avoid setting them so high that they tend to minimize at- 
tendance. 



TERMINATING BANQUET 

Arrangements should be made for the termination 
banquet at which the featured speaker is a man of national 
note. Congressman Walter Judd, House Office Building, * 
Washington, D. C, is a suggested speaker. Ambassadors 
possibly available for this important session are those 
from Free China, Korea, and the Philippines, all of whom 
are known to be inspirational speakers in behalf of freedom 
and thoroughly versed in the Communist movement. If the 
Shrlstlap^^ti-Cpmmunism Crusade has assisted in planning 
t hirs progr afrtr"! t vftni^d b$ ^ad^i sab 1 e to make a request at 
the final banquet for support of^&a^Crfrsade activities 
throughout the free world. The\head3f the Crusade activi- 
ties will be the most active speakex\during the Forum, but 
he accepts for himself only a very moaest annual salary.

WOMEN'S COMMITTEE 



A committee made up of women leaders in the com- 
munity can do much to assure the success of the Forum. 
Energetic women workers might carry on a telephone campaign s 
to encourage attendance, distribute hand-outs about the* 
Forum in the downtown area, serve as information and ticket 
clerks and as hostesses during the Forum. It is suggested 
thatv a hotel headquarters room be provided for the women's 
committee. 
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PUBLICITY 

Well-planned and executed publicity is a vital 
factor in the success of the Forum. . It is important to 
create a community-wide awareness and interest in the Forum 
with advance news releases, announcements at organization 
meetings and newspaper, as well as radio or television 
interviews with speakers oh their arrivals. Telegrams or 
other evidences of endorsement of the Forum by people of 
high standing and patriotic reputations should be presented 
at pre-Forum luncheons. : - The cooperation of news media 
should be secured for carrying news stories about the Forum. ^ 
The publication of a "Freedom Forum Proclamation" by the 
Mayor is an additive and important factor. 



POST-FORUM ACTIVITIES 

Develop a plan for presenting information gained 
from the Forum to organizations in the community. Form a 
local speakers bureau and publicize the availability of its 
members. Make tape recordings and films available for 
group use. An example of what can be accomplished by post- 
forum activities is shown in the follow-up activities of 
the Dallas Freedom Forum, discussed on the following pages. 
The Dallas Freedom Forum Committee has available the tape 
recordings of the talks made at its meetings and these can 
be .secured , for other Forum groups at reasonable rental or 
purchase prices. A listing of the available tapes follows.

FOLLOW-UP 



The first and most important thing the Dallas 
Freedom Porum did after its lecture series was to set up 
a permanent office. The purpose of this office is to as- 
sist any person or group in renting or buying tapes or 
films, to aid in setting up study groups locally or forums 
in other cities, to furnish trained speakers to accompany 
films and tapes, and sometimes, just to speak on combat- 
ting Communism. Also, and importantly, if a worthwhile 
project should be approved, the Dallas Freedom Forum may 
assist financially (money obtained by donations). Dedi- 
cated young women voluntarily staff this office, which 
was donated by a business firm. 

Shortly after completion of the Dallas Freedom 
Forum sessions, an interested young parent and P-TA member 
approached Dallas School Superintendent, Dr. W. T. White, 
asking him to approve certain pamphlets and reports from 
the Freedom Forum: 

1. "You Can Trust the Communists" - Dr. Fred 
Schwarz 

2. "Do These Men Have a Stake in Your Future?" 
(Nikita-Mao)" 

3. "Communism - A Disease" - Dr. Schwarz 

4. "International Communism (The Communist 
Mind) - Dr. Schwarz 

5. "What Can I Do?" 

6. "A Report from the FBI on the *17th National 
Communist Party Convention" 

Dr. White approved them, and wanted copies of 
each put in the reference program in all Dallas Schools. 
Freedom Forum ordered and financed approximately 4,500 
copies of these materials, together with the list below 
from the FBI: """"■ 

1. "What YOU Can Do to Fight Communism" 

2. "Communist Illusion and Democratic Reality" 

3. "Communist Target - Youth" 

4. "One Nation's Response to Communism: 

5. "Expose of Soviet Espionage, May, 1960" 

> There were enough copies for each teacher to 
have a complete set and a set was made available for each 
school library. By acquainting the teachers with facts 
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on the scourge of Communism, the Dallas School administra- 
tion felt that it would be better equipped to stress the 
freedoms of our American heritage. They would have at hand 
a factual comparison of the evils of Communism. 

It was almost immediately after this that Dr. 
Fred Schwarz notified Dallas Freedom Forum he would be in 
town December 7 and 8. Highland Park Schools, already at 
work with a program of informing students, through their 
Key Clubs, about the evils of Communism, made available 
the Highland Park High School auditorium for one night. 

Realizing this opportunity, a representative 
from Dallas Freedom Forum went to Dr. White: 

1. To commend him for wanting to use the pam- 
phlets in his instructional program in the 
Dallas Schools. 

2. To offer Dr. Schwarz to the Dallas Schools 
for a morning and night meeting, and to 
suggest that Dr. White be master of ceremon- 
ies. 

3. To offer the schools a gift of at least two 
copies of books from Freedom Forum: You Can 
Trust the Communist , Dr. Fred Schwarz (ap-.* 
proved), Masters of Deceit , J. Edgar Hoover 

(approved), and The Naked Communist , W. 
Cleon Skousen. 

Dr. White offered one of the Dallas High Schools 
for a morning address by Dr. Schwarz and also a high school 
for an evening meeting. He said that through the principals 
he would personally invite all school teachers. He agreed 
to be master of ceremonies for the evening meeting and 
thought it would be good to honor Key Club, National Honor 
Society, and Student Council members at this meeting. 

Dr. White stated that required units in American 
history and civics courses going into the menace of Com- 
munism socially, politically, and economically and contrast- 
ing it to the benefits of American freedom would be very 
effective, since both American history and civics are re- 
quired for graduation in the junior and senior years of 
high school. He stated that the new courses would be acti- 
vated in the Spring semester. 

When Freedom Forum advised with Highland Park 
Superintendent, Frank Monroe, he decided the possibilities 
for a meeting on a city-wide level had outgrown the High- 
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land Park High School auditorium and graciously suggested 
the Crystal Ballroom, Baker Hotel. He was quick to add 
that he would like to have Dr. Schwarz any time he is in 
Dallas. Mr. Monroe accepted the invitation to be master 
of ceremonies at the hotel meeting. He, too, sent invita- 
tions to all principals, teachers, Key Club, National Honor 
Society, and Student Council members, encouraging them to. 
attend at least one of the meetings. Highland Park Schools 
accepted from Freedom Forum the same pamphlets which the 
Dallas Schools approved. 

The Dallas papers gave excellent coverage to the 
courageous stand these two Dallas school systems were tak- 
ing toward combatting Communism. (See clippings which fol- 
low. ) National recognition is expected. It is hoped that 
the program these schools are planning will encourage other 
school systems to follow suit. 

The Dallas Freedom Forum has been operating on 
free will donations from interested individuals. There 
will be a meeting soon to decide whether it will be wiser 
to ask members for $2.00 annual dues or for contributions 
to help meet expenses. 



"What Can I Do?" - Through individual dedication 
to the freedom of America and with the help of Dallas Free- 
dom Forum, organized to bring messages from speakers of 
authority on. this subject, an effective start has been 
made in Dallas. Similar programs can be organized in other 
centers. 

Among the Dallas groups active in Freedom Forum 
follow-up, is the Key Club at Highland Park High School. 
(See clippings on following pages.) This club, for the 
past seven years, has taken as its special function the 
goal of establishing two-way communication between 1,300 
students in the school and the significant lectures, for- 
ums, and discussions available to the community, all dedi- 
cated to creating an informal student body. 

Key Club members, on assignment from the school, 
attended the Freedom Forum lectures, and the Club is now 
using topics from the Freedom Forum for this year's study. 
They studied carefully the twelve major speeches, and will 
present them in brief during the school year to the entire 
student body.

IT IS NOT SURPRISING that leftwing 
clergymen, journalists and politicians 
are concerned about the proposal to 
. allow high school students to examine com- 
munism and find out what it is, what it 
teaches and what it does. As the plan be- 
comes more definite, we 
may expect left-of-Ieft- 
wingers to be flushed out 
from under the rocks. 
But for the time being, |=3 
liberals and liberals-left- |g 
istj will be front-line ob- §^ 
jectors on parade. 

The key to current op- p=. 
1 position is not inten- 
tional defense of commu- 
, nism. But the truth is that there is a kin- 
ship between liberalism, Christian commu- 
nism, socialism and communism. The un- 
derlying relationship is an assumption that 
freedom and welfare are not fully com- 
patible. The implied doctrine (progressively 
asserted in the philosophic spectrum as we 
move leftward) is that welfare is more im- 
portant than freedom. When we get all the 
way over to communism of the Russian or 
Chinese brand, we come to the doctrine 
that welfare is the only freedom.. 

Liberalism wants to trim down freedom 
only a little at a time, first here and then 




there, arguing that the freedom to own ' 
property and to keep savings is subordinate . 
to making sure that everybody is fed and 
, clothed arid schooled and housed to a stand- 
ard set by liberals. 

. Christian communism is a voluntary sur- 
render of freedom to own property— out of 

sell-sacrifice for the benefit of brethren 
under God. 

Socialism is a considerable limitation of' 
.individual freedom (by force of majority 
vote) to compel wholesale what liberalism 
seeks on a retail basis of progress. 

Communism takes away all power of the 
majority, steps up the force of confiscation, 
with the added features of slaughtering the 
rich, robbing the middle class and dictating 
to the proletariat In the most minute do 
tails of daily life.. In practice it becomes • 
zero in freedom, and general welfare Is at 
best an equality of lack. 

' Clergymen are nervous about investiga- 
ing communism because so many of the' 
clergy have foolishly lent their names to 
communist fronts and they fear to have' 
any further airing of this folly into which 
upwards of T,000 clergymen have fallen. 

Liberals of the pundit and political per- 
suasion are fearful that learning the truth 
about communism will make our young 
people reactionaries in politics. 

The Columntator has not seen the texts 



to be adopted for school instruction. He 
doubts that these, texts have yet been se- 
lected. But he has confidence that the final 
selection will be sound and Judicious. No 
school system in Dallas Is going to set 
youngsters, at the task of determining how ' 
<many preachers *n wmrnunistic or bow 
many politicos are subversive.- 

On the other hand, when half the world 
and one -third of the front page of every 
newspaper are under the shadow of commur 
nism. it is foolish «ot to give to our young 
people basic knowledge of what this world 
revolution is oil about and what it means 
for the kind of America we htve and taw.

Teaching high school students 
about democratic—and Commu- 
nist—forms of government is noth- 
ing new in Dallas.

"The school must assume the 
responsibility for giving youth a 
reasoned and impassioned faith 
in American democracy, 
should be so organized as to pro- 
vide opportunities tor practice and 
applicaton of democratic Ideals 
in the students' lives. 

"Knowledge, understanding and 
practice must bo provided in such 
a way as to make youth ardent 
in support of the democratic way 
of life- 
Moving Into the several social 
science courses offered In Dallas 
high schools, the guide mentions 
these "suggested activities" to the 
teachers of 10th grade world his- 
tory: 

"The student explains methods 
used by modem dictators in ris- 
ing to power; he makes charts 
comparing' fascism, democracy 
and communism as they pertain 
to government, the individual and 
religion. 

'He draws cartoons of familiar 
Nazi, Communist and Fascist 
leaders; he searches for the 
meaning of emblems, slogans, 
uniforms and objectives of Nazis, 
Communists and Fascists; and he 
participates In panel discussions 
of objectives ' of Russia's (-Year 
Plan." 

The guides introdueb'o nto 11th 
grade American history— one of 
the two courses to which the new 
communism vs. American free- 
dom units will be added— has this 
to say: 

"The scope of this course in- 
cludes opportunities for meeting 
the needs of the adolescent youth, 
with empmhasis on the achieve- 
ment of a mature understanding 
and appreciation of American 
democracy and the responsibili- 
ties of citizenship." 

The other course to which a 
unit will be added, 12th grade 
advanced civics, listed this ob- 
jective as early as 1953: 

"So acquaint the student with 
developments of democratic gov- 
ernmental principles in the U.S. 
It furnishes opportunities for the 
individual to acquire attitudes,! 
habits, ideals and loyalties neces- 
sary to worthy citizenship ia the 
U.S." 

A 12th grade economics course 
seeks to achieve in the student: 

"Understanding of the Amer- 
ican economic system and the in- 
fluence it exerts on the demo-! 
cratic way of life and apreciation 
of the democratic way of solving 
the economic problems of the 
worker, employer, consumer and 
government."
